Britain Relieved That Smuts 
Will Be in Parliament — 


Old soldiers don't quit under 
fire, and so field Marshal Jan 
Christian Smuts is back on the 
political battle line, unbowed cith- 
er by his 78 years or by his defeat 
in the election. 

The world-famous soldier states- 
man’s United Party was beaten 
by the nationalists headed by 
Dr. Francois Malan, and Smuts 
lost the prime ministership which 
he had held since 1939. The Mar- 
shal even failed of re-election in 
his own constituency and so was 
deprived of his scat in parliament. 

There was- speculation’ that 
Smuts might quit politics and 
and retire to his farm. However, 
there were two big arguments 
against such a move: 

1. The Nationalists had won by 
a narrow margin, giving them a 
majority of only five seats in 
parliament. Actually, despite the 
seat distribution, Smuts still had 
nearly 60 per cent of the popuia- 
tion back of him. 

2. Dr. Malan and his followers 
stand for isolation from _ British 
empire affairs and for the estab- 
lishment of a republic. They also 
aim at social, cultural and terri- 
torial segregation of the 9,000,000 
non-Europeans for the population 
of some 11, 368,000.
